Position, York says 

Tracy LeMay, Toronto planning commissioner, was 
the only witness heard at the hearing of Toronto's 
amalgamation application before the municipal board 
on Wednesday. It was the second day of the hearings. 
On Monday, York county and seven municipalities in- 
cluded in Toronto's amalgamation scheme presented 

their brief to the board. 

York county and the suburbs 
opposed the amalgamation 
scheme in a 15-point brief which 
said Toronto wanted amalgama- 
tion "to fortify its position at the 
expense of more frugal neigh- 
bors." The brief contended that 
"there is no evidence that the^ 
city has shown any discretion. iff 
planning its affairs which justi- 
fies its demand to obliterate the 
suburban municipalities" 

Should amalgamation be per- 
mitted, it is estimated that the 
rest of York county, including the 
municipalities of Newmarket and 
Aurora, would be faced with at 
the very least, a doubled county 
tax levy simply to maintain coun- 
ty administration. The cost of 
special county projects such as 
reforestation, conservation, etc., 
would be increased proportion- 
ately. 

The county proposes as an al- 
ternative to amalgamation, n 
metropolitan area board to ad- 
minister services like water and 
sewage disposal which extend 
across municipal boundaries.

Mr. Rupke who came from the 
Netherlands when he ,was a 
youth y was one of the early 
farmers in the Holland Marsh. 
He now lives on a farm near 
Kettleby, Nearly four years sgo 
he started the Newm»rket Ic« 
Co. with the modern plant at 
the north end of town.. Up to 
the present time he has opera- 
ted a wholesale business primar- 
ily, selling ice to delivery «gent% 
and shipping concerns and retail- 
ing a small amount at the plant, 

Mr. Rupke has made consid- 
erable plana for efficient deliv- 
ery and has trucks and delivery 
men already organized.

What a waste of money this 
ad must have been. The classif- 
ication of paid worker known as 
domestic help is as extinct as the 
Dodo bird. Even the promise of 
a hundred bucks a month and a 
union to protect their rights 
would lure few women and girls 
from the factories, shops and 
restaurants back into what was 
familiariiy known as "service?*. 

A union isri f t the answer. A 
woman willing to assist with 
housework today commands a 
wage equal to any factory or 
store worker. It is the rating 
that needs a new classification. 
Girls h2te the stigma "maid or 
domestic help". " 

There is a movement in the 
larger centres called "Visiting 

Housekeepers". Well organized, 
the members are screened and 
can be employed for a day, week 
or month at a time. Fair pay 



and reasonable hours are strict 
rules of employment. Besides 
there is a certain dignity to the 
title. 

The need for help in the homo 
is as acute in Aurora as any 
place in Canada. We honestly 
believe the simple phrase "Visit- 
ing Housekeeper** will overcome 
more prejudice against domestic 
service and make this type of 
earning more attractive to wo- 
men than *any union possibly 
could. The possibilities of an 

organization of this type in our 
locality are limitless from the 

standpoint of work obtainable. 
There must be women in this 
vicinity anxious to earn extra 
money who would greatly bene- 
fit by such a movement, to say 

nothing of the mothers and 
housewives destitute for want of 
a helping hand.

Somebody called me up the 
other day and said "Is this Gol- 
den Glow?" I said, rather hesi- 
tatingly I'm afraid, "Yes", and 
then I added "Should I know 
you?" — and guess what she want- 
ed me to do? Write about wild 
flowers. 

I told her that would be easy! 
In fact it would be fatally easy 
for once I get started on such a 
wonderfully lovely topic, I'd be 
like Tennyson's Brook, "men 
may come and men may go, but 
I go on forever!" You'd never 
get me stopped! 

I guess the only thing that 

would stop me would be Mr. Ed- 
itor with "lack of space". She 
said I once had described to her 
the wild flowers seen from a 
Transcontinental train window, 
and she wondered why I never 
wrote about wild flowers. Well 
I have but it really is some time 
ago. 

I wonder if anybody recalls mo 
telling about the wild orchids I 
once saw growing in a swamp 
away out west past Glenville 
somewhere? I was there only 
once! My uncle took my aunt 
and my mother and me and we 
drove in a surrey (not the one 
with the fringe on top in that 
cute popular song!) t had been 
given a holiday from school and 
if I was delighted with the drive 
out, what can I say of my won- 
der and joy when I first saw that 
wonderful bed of Lady Slippers 
and the other beauties of the 
swamp? 

Mosquitoes Too 

Oh, there were mosquitoes by 
the thousands— and I felt sure 
there were snakes aplenty— but 
nothing mattered but those mar- 
vellous pink and white lady slip- 
pers—the wild orchid— and the 
yellow spotted moccasin flower, 
another wild orchid, and the odd- 
shaped huntsman's cup, the 
white Oswega tea and the sword 
ferns, the black-eyed Susans on 
the verge of the swamp and wild 
iris and other aquatic flowers 
and plants. 

At first I could not bear to 
pick them, but then I wanted to 
show all my friends what a 
Canadian swamp can do — also to 

take some to school for tho bot- 
any class. I scored a triumph 
next day at school and it was 
worth oil the mosquito bites I ac- 
quired picking them, for not even 
our teacher had ever seen them! 

We hunted them up in our bot- 
any books and guess what the 
pink ones are called? "Venus Fly- 
Trap"— yes, those lovely flowers 
ore cannibals! They have a 
sticky substance away down their 
"throat" which coaxes insects and 
then strong hairs pointed down- 
wards prevent flies and insects 
from climbing out. The same 
with the moccasin flower. 

But the huntsman's cup is also 
a mystery, but not in tho some 
wtiy. The flower rises straight 
up from a circle (called whorl 
in the botany book) of closed 
pitcher-Uke leaves with a lip 
something like the lip of a pitch- 
er. These pitchers arc full of 
water. The old saying is that 
many n huntsman's life has been 
saved by them, for should he be 
lost In the swamp he can survive 
if he can find that plant, for 
instead of drinking swuuip water 
he eon drink Unit fluid in safety. 
It Is also called the pitcher 
plant for that reason, it holds 
water! 

Flowers By The Tracks* 

Well, see where this has led 
mc— and I started off to tell 
about flowers seen from a trans- 
continental car window! One 
trip across was in June, and I 
do not think any other month 
could bo more interesting. I 
scarcely need to describe our own 
province's wild flowers, except to 
«ay that where fire has swept 
over you Invariably find that 
peculiar flower wo call "fire 
weed", n sort of reddish $>lnk 
flower, resembling our garden 
phlox. Birds have carried seeds 
ond wild (lowers grow every- 
where. Ox-eyed daisies, black- 
eyed Susans* el campitgne* «ol- 
den rod, May weed, Queen Anne's 
lace and all the rest— -to say 
nothing of dandelions and butter- 
cups. 

Then farther along, as you 
reach tho prairies, you find them 
cluingiug, and one of tho dainti- 
est is the miniature tiger lily- 
then the myriads of wild roses— 
and nt Banff the sweet little 
blue bells and forget-me-nots. 
Then when you reach tho coast 
the lovely yellow broom—oh, I 
can't describe It, but I only need 
to shut my eyes and in imagina- 
tion I am back in Victoria at 
lleucon Hill Park by the Pacific 
Ocean, and I can see the hills and 
tho bluffs' cohered with the lovely 
yellow hrouml Then the wild 
primroses, Oh dear, if I dcm*t 
stop Mr, Editor will have to chop 
this off short, so I'll leave tho 
rest to your imagination. No, I 
can't end thl* without referring 



KEEPING WATCH 

750 families, 2,200 
Children receive 
York 'Aid' Services 

Seven hundred and fifty families, involving 2,200 
children received Children's Aid service from the 
York county society during 1949, it was reported by 
W. H. Bury, executive director, in his annual report 
on the society's activities. Five hundred and fifty 
unmarried mothers and their children were looked 
after, as well as an additional 860 children through 
the Children's Aid Shelter, and boarding homes. " 

Of the 1,444 children in foster 
care in 1949, 385 were in perm- 
anent adoption homes. 

Describing the work of the 
Society, Mr. Bury said: "It is the 
responsibility of the society to 
serve the community through 
assisting neglected and depend- 
ent children, whether they be in 
their own homes, in foster homes 
or in adoptive homes. The at- 
tention of the society is first 
directed towards assisting chil- 
dren who may be in danger of 
neglect, through assisting parents 
to conduct themselves so that 

less desirable conditions will not 

develop, or will be corrected. 

"Where no alternative to the 
removal of a child from his own 
home exists, attention is first paid 
to the correction of home con- 
ditions, in order that the child 
may be returned as quickly as 
possible. In the interim, the soc- 
iety provides care, supervision 
and maintenance in a foster 
home. Where it is apparent that 
the return of a child to his own 
home is impossible and perma- 
nent removal necessary, every 
effort is directed toward adop- 
tion. 
Maintains Supervision 

"Where, for any reason, a 
child's return to his own home, 
or his placement in an adoption 
home is not possible, your society 
is responsible for his care, super- 
vision and maintenance in a fost- 
er home or institution until he 
attains the age of 21. If, in the 
meantime, the child becomes self- 
supporting, the payment of main- 
tenance is ended, but his super- 
vision is continued. 

"In 1948, children in foster 
care reached an all time high of 
1,500. In 1949, despite a rapidly 
increasing population and a con- 
tinued rise in other branches of 
our work, the children in foster 
care dropped to 1,444. 
Council Foresight 

"The foresight of the county 
coiincil, in providing preventive 
and protective facilities beyond 
its statutory obligation, has 
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made possible more effective 
service to children, mothers and 
families in their own homes, with 
the result, that fewer children 
were removed from their homes 
in 1949 than in 1948. This ac- 
complishment is of immeasurable 

social importance to the people 
of York, and is also desirable 
from a financial point of view. 
If we are not faced as formerly, 
with an ever-increasing number 
of children to whom care must 
be given and for whom homes 
must be found, we shall direct 
our principle efforts toward 

greatei improvement in the qual- 
ity of our service." 

F. G. Gardiner, 'K.C., president 
of the society, said that as a re- 
sult of a general improvement in 

the organization and facilities of 
the society, it has been given an 
A grading by the province. He 
thanked members of the staff for 
"their loyal and efficient ser- 
vice" and the many women's 
groups and auxiliaries which 
have contributed to the society's 

needs. 

Two Principal Jobs 

W. W. Gardhouse, treasurer, 
pointed out that the work of the 
society falls into two principal 
categories, the prevention of 
child neglect and the care of 
neglected and dependent chil- 
dren. Each time a child is ad- 
mitted to the care of the society, 
he costs $1.22 a day, $36.60 a 
month, or $445.30 a year. 

The gross operating cost of the 
society was $336,218, of which 
$30,000 was provided by the com- 
munity chest, $79,649 from other 
operating income and $226,£)89 
from tax sources in the county. 

"If costs are to be reduced," 
said Mr. Gardhouse, "the causes 
of neglect and dependency must 
be removed. Such causes are 
deeply rooted in family and com- 
munity relations. In a rapidly 
increasing present population/ of 
400,000 people, these causes be- 
come aggravated ond the cost of 
the removal of children increas- 
ed."

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Work of Children's Aid 

• 

Most of us are aware of the services performed 
by the Children's Aid Society of York county. Few of 
us have any idea of the scope and multiplicity of those 
services nor of the philosophy which influences their 
administration. • The annual report of the society, 
excerpts from which are printed elsewhere in this issue, 
gives a welcome insight into attitude of the society 

and its accomplishments. 

The society underwent extensive reorganization in 
1946 and 1947 when both the physical equipment and the 
quality of the services was improved. Mr. Fredeiick 
G. Gardiner, president of the society, was able to say 
in his 1949 report, that as a result of this general 
improvement, the society was given an A grading by 
the provincial department of welfare. 

Another source of gratification was the attitude 
to the York county council which in addition to its 
statutory liability, went several steps further in its fin- 
ancial support with the result that the society was able 
to increase its work of prevention of child neglect. 
The society has a dual purpose: the prevention of child 
neglect; the care of neglected children. The additional 
assistance of the county council in achieving the former 
purpose is evident in the following statistics: in 1918, 
the number of children removed from their homes was 
1,500; in 1949, despite an increasing population, the 
number of children removed from their homes was 
1,414. The difference represents the amount of service 
the society has been able to give in the prevention of 
child neglect in the homes. 

The advantages of this extended service are 
summarized by Mr. W. If. Bury, executive director: 
"This accomplishment is of immeasurable social im- 
portance to the people of York and it is also desirable 
from a financial point of view (each child under the 
society's care costs $445,30 a year to maintain). If 
we are not faced as formerly with an ever-increasing 
number of children to whom care must be given and 
for whom homes must be found, we shall direct our 
principal efforts toward greater improvement in the 
quality of our service." 



Newmarket needs expert advice 



Newmarket is entering a period of accelerated 
expansion. Toronto's amalgamation program is one 

cause. There are several others: the growth of popu- 
lation in the north end of the county; the availability 
of home sites generally far mom attractive for their 
price than those found in the city area; the location 
here of public services. 

A fresh note is the desire of American firms to 
locate branches in Canada. Within the past months, 
there have been several enquiries about industrial 
locations in Newmarket from the United Stales. New- 
market's proximity to the large Toronto area market 
makes this town an attractive possibility, 

.Should Toronto succeed in its amalgamation pro- 
gram, Newmarket is the logical choice for a new 
county seat. The town is located in the geographical 
centre of the no-lid end of the county. County courts 
are established here as well as offices for other public 
services: customs, unemployment office, V.L.A. office, 
registry office. 

Hut whether Toronto is successful or not, the hand- 
writing is on the wall for industries which normally 
might have located in Toronto suburbs, Thoy face 
actual litylicr taxes if the city is successful; potentially 
higher taxes if the city Js rebuffed again for if Tor- 
onto fails a second lime to put through its amalgama- 
tion program, such is the determination of that city, 
that it shall surely try again and again until successful. 
This makes Newmarket, Aurora and other municipalities 
well north of new city boundaries valuable locations 
for new industries, 

* * *

In the face of these considerations, some thought 
to Newmarket's future would not lw amiss, Newmar- 
ket is badly cramped in its business sectionj.it is 
short of central locutions for public services. The 
development on its boundaries is proceeding without 
thought of integration with future development, A blue- 
print of the future now would holp avoid difficulties 
ten years heueo. 

At the present time, an offico is being established 
in the town hall for the magistrate and Ids clerk) a 
development which follows the establishment here of 
a iKU'innnent court which now aits twice a week. Plans 
are afoot to locate the offices of the health unit on 
the main floor of the hall. If this is done, it will 
bo at the expense of tho formers' innrket, which Will 
havo to find a now location, a doubtful undertaking 
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The expansion of Newmarket's own services means 
that more space is necessary. 

What is to be the answer? Will Newmarket con- 
tinue to grow by expedient or will the town have a blue- 
print by which to build its future. 

Newmarket council is hard-pre3sed at the present 
time. Municipal problems are growing. Council met 
twice last week, has met once a week ever since it 
took office this year. Municipal administration has 
become a major undertaking. Surely it would relieve 
council of much of its burden if it employed an advisor 

on its future development.

It stands to reason that if Newmarket is going 
to take advantage of its position and the times to expand 
to its best advantage, it must have something to show 
the potential home-owner,, the potential industry, the 
potential public service. Newmarket has always 
shown a willingness to make do, to accomplish what at 
first glance seems impossible. But how much energy, 
how much painful aftermath, could be avoided if the 
town administration knew in advance what it was 
prepared to accomplish and when. _ 

Other municipalities are seeking new businesses, 
new homes. Expansion is a highly competitive under- 
taking and Newmarket, with good intentions, is handi- 
capped when competing with a municipality which can 
show the customer, chapter, line and verse of its future. 

Alternatively, a survey of Newmarket, its assets 
and liabilities in relation to an expansion program, 
might show that we have been mistaken in seeking new 
industries and new homes beyond normal growth. It 
might show that the cost of new roads, new sewers, 
more school buildings, etc., was more costly than the 
advantages of growth. In that case, the cost of such 
a survey would be nothing to what it could save us in 
the future. 

The retaining of a t o w n planning expert, a 
municipal survey, a blueprint for the future; whatever 
name and whatever the form, Newmarket does need 
some help by a qualified expert in charting its future. 
At one time, council used to decide about sewers; now 
it employs an engineer. The relationship would be 
the same. Municipal development has become so com- 
plicated that it needs an expert to understand all its 
ramifications. It is no reflection upon council to 
employ such assistance and there is no doubt of its 
value to Newmarket's future.

The Top Six Inches 
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The Canadian Federation of 
Agriculture is still being ac- 
cused by some farmers for the 
mistake of allowing ceiling pri- 
ces on farm produce during the 
last wan 

It does not take any one very 
smart to see the mistake after 
the play is made. Now we are 
giving every farmer in Ontario 
the chance to express his opin- 
ion before any action is taken. 
The object is' to have nt least 
one federation member in each 
school section. 

The federation believes that 
the farmers are not receiving 
their just share of the consu- 
mer's dollar. There is around 
30 to 35 percent of the people 
in Canada engaged in agricul- 
ture production. This group 
wants and expects more re- 
turns for its services, while 
the rest of the people expect 
and want lower food prices. To 
try and satisfy both groups Is 
tho task the federation has 
taken on. 

To say this Is a large con- 
tract Is to put it mildly. We 
expect and will get plenty of 
opposition from some farmers, 
those that handle farm pro- 
duce, and the consumer The 
fanners have in the past lis- 
tened to government officials 
and what procoduro they 
should follow We were en- 
couraged to allow celling prices 
—this was to the advantage ot 
the consumer in lower than 
world food prices. When tho 
overseas contracts were renew- 
ed we were told to cut down 
production. This, and manipu- 
lation of pork and e«R prices, 
hud the desired results of low- 
er pork and egg production. 
Now we cannot supply our do- 
mestic market and wo run a 
chance we may havo to com- 
pete with U.S.A. pork and otfK 
products. This will be again 
an advantage to tho consumer. 
H is time tho farmer ROl wise 
and did his own thinking. 

Tho federation is trying out 
something new. AH meeting 
of federation aro open to all 



farmers. In the past ccm^ 
mittee and directors* meetings 
were not open to all farmers. 
We hope by having all meet- 
ings open and a system of send- 
ing a substitute for all commit- 
tee men and directors to get 
more information to the farm" 
people. Some township unit* 
are sending a summary of the 
minutes of the units to each 
school section for alt farmers. 
to read. If the farmers will not 
assist in forming our policies 
at least they should be sports 
enough not to kick at what is: 
being done. 

Our marketing of farm pro- 
duce under bill 82 is going to 
give every farmer plenty to 
think about We farmers must 
do some very straight think* 
ittg. We hear farm people all 
warmed up over a few cents 
increase in taxes on a school 
area but every time we ship 
stock over the scales at our 
present way of marketing we 
are losing dollars. We do not 
suggest that if a school section 
wants to take up school area 
that they should not but it; 
seems very foolish to put too 
much energy into a project 
that only means a very smalt 
saving When the same energy 
would help get better market- 
ing and a large saving. 

To get any action in a school 
area there must bo some ois 
ganUaUon. One school section 
has no weight alone. There 
is no reason why a township 
federation unit should not head 
n school area, better roads, 
health unit medical services, 
co-operation, or any other pro- 
ject the farm people in vottr 
school section wish to take up. 
But it la not reasonable for an 
individual or small group to 
suggest a project and expect 
some one else or group to work 
tho project out. Oct tho facts 
and a workable solution and be 
prepared to give time and 
thought to putting your pro- 
ject over to the farmers.

RAISED CITY EYEBROWS 

The editor: Your columnist, 
"The Top Six Inches" (by Back 
Concession) made this non-farm 
reader think!

You should have seen the as- 
tonished look and the elevated 

city eyebrows as that final para- 
graph was read as follows: "The 

farmer in the past has talked 
in terms of feed costs only. Now 
we want feed costs, wages, in- 
terest on stock, building, land, 
machinery. This is what we call 
a reasonable demand. In addi- 
tion we are asking five-day 
weeks, two weeks with pay and 
a pension; all this to be added 

to the cost of the food people 

have to buy. If it is not con- 
sidered unreasonable for indus- 
try and -labor, why unreasonable 

for farmers? Cheerio". 
Somehow, the accent on that 

final word seemed to fall a bit 

I flat. 
There were various comments, 
more or less apt; but I observed 
that no one seemed to question 
the 'logic", particularly in the 
"New Look" concerning the at- 
titude of a farmer to his pro- 
duction "costs". One tart com- 
ment ran thus: "Business ways 
are going out into the country, 
alright." 

One speaker accented, among 
the "true costs" of producing the 
nation's food and fiber,, what 
was happening to the soil 
largely as a result of the insati- 
able demand of the urban popu- 
lations, everywhere, for "cheap" 
food, so-called. 

He quoted from a brochure 
entitled "S.O.S." (Save Our 
Soil), as follows: (a) "Manitoba 
farm land has been depleted of 
organic matter by about 50 per- 
cent in the 70 odd years the 
province has been farmed. Or- 
ganic matter provides the 
nutrient necessary to plant Jife, 
prevents erosion of soils and 
performs other necessary func- 
tions" ... (J. W. Parker, soils 
specialist, Manitoba Agriculture 
Extension Service); and (b) 
'The continuance of democracy 
in the United States might well 
depend on soil conservation. 
The wealth of a nation is not 
calculated on its gold dollar 
basis, but on its productive ca- 
pacity. Agriculture is quite new 
in the U.S. and Canada and we 
don't even know if we can 
^maintain a permanent system of 
agriculture" . . . (Wilkic Collins, 
Jr. at Lincoln, Nebraska).

PUBLIC MUST KNOW 

The editor: Nursing, like other 
groups, is caught up in a swiftly 
moving tido whose forces are 
advancing medical science, 
growing health hungers and 
changing human needs. It can 
no more escape this inexorable 
movement than it can stop ex- 
isting altogether. 

There is no single task before 
us greater than that of helping 
the majority of nurses to grasp 
these truths and relate them to 

the new objectives in nursing 
education, practice and legisla- 
tion. By "majority" I moan the 
main portion of the active, re- 
gistered, professional nurses, 
whether or not they are mem- 
bers of any of their professional 

associations. We can set up the 
finest of new aims and methods, 
yet if the majority do not com- 
prehend their underlying reas- 
ons, we do not move ahead. 
: The whole trend in our ways 
is to place more responsibility 
for decisions upon the rank and 
file. Unless this trend is accom- 
panied by a well thought out 
campaign of education, and in- 
formation more harm than good 
will result. Many nurses are 
looking upon today's scene with 
troubled eyes. Some see in It a 
threat to their own right to con- 
tinue in practice as higher stan- 
dards of academic preparation 
appear to rule them out. Some 
feel, and I believe Justifiably, a 
threat to their own welfare in 
j ho unregulated introduction of 
the non -professional worker. 

Many drop their memberships 
because they do not approve of 
what is being done, Tho great* 
est number of nurses are wor- 
ried over what is happening to 
nursing care. 

I asked a lied Cross nursing 
representative for her Impres- 
sions. Spontaneously came tho 
reply: "I hear a very deep con- 
corn over tho changes that have 
com© in nursing care." 

Are our losses in the art of 
nursing being compensated for 
by the acquisition of greater 
echnica! skills and wider know. 
ledge? Is the present unsettled 
condition of nursing care, with 
too much Indifferent and unsat- 
sfactory service, only a transl- 
tfonal state? Can wo restore tho 
pool of peace that Is tho cssenco 
of nursing when wo have cur- 
mounted tho major hurdles of 
readjustments?

The name "salad" is said to 
be the result of mispronuncia- 
tion. The original "salted" be- 
came "salett" and finally "sal- 
ad". Originally, green leaves 
and raw vegetables which were 
eaten with salt were the first 
salads. Today a salad may be 
made from raw or cooked foods, 
it may be hot or cold and light 
and refreshing or substantial. 
The dressings have gone far 
from the simple salt. Green 
leaves are still an integral part 
of most salads and of these, let- 
tuce is so universally used that 
in some locations it is called 
"salad plant". 

A salad for luncheon or sup- 
per is perfect in summer time. 
The addition of hard-cooked 
eggs, cheese, meat, chicken or 
fish to the crisp green vege- 
tables makes a meal that is both 
refreshing and satisfying. 

Fresh vegetables and fruits 
are now available throughout 
the year but while the gardens 
and orchards are producing it 
pays to serve generous quanti- 
ties of them. 

NIPPY MOULDED SALAD 

1 tbsp. gelatine 

I M cup cold water 
Yi cap vinegar 

Yt cap water 
¥% cop sugar 

2 tsp. dry mustard 
V x tsp. salt 
% eggs 
1 cnp whipping cream f 

Soak gelatine in V* cup cold 
water for 5 minutes. Bring 
vinegar and remaining V% cup 
water to boiling point. Mix 
sugar, mustard and salt and add 
to slightly beaten eggs. Gradu- 



ally add hot vinegar to egg mix- 
ture and cook slowly, stirring 
constantly, until mixture thick- 
ens. Remove from heat, add 
soaked gelatine and stir until 
dissolved. Chill until mixture 
begins to thicken. Whip cream 
until quite thick, but not stiff; 
fold into gelatine mixture. Pour 
into moulds which have been 
rinsed with cold water and chill 
until firm. Serve on lettuce 
with cold meat, salmon, devilled 
eggs, cabbage or mixed veget- 
able salad. Yield: 8 individual 
moulds (four cups),

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FOR PLANNED FARMING 

Newmarket V.L.A. 
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The Newmarket office of the 
Veterans' Lend Act was host last 
week to V.L.A. and agriculture 
officials in a demonstration at 
the farm of M. L. Newroth, Shar- 
on. The demonstration, first of 
its kind in the dominion, includ- 
ed a complete analysis of the farm 
and discussions of methods to be 
used to improve its productivity. 

The program was designed to 
assist fieldmen to meet with 
similar problems in their work of 
assisting veterans settled on 
farms under the V.L.A. Lew 
Tompkins, Newmarket, develop- 
ment supervisor for this area, 
was in charge of the arrange- 
ments. 

Present were H. R. Hare, sup- 
erintendent of farm development, 
V.I#.A"., Ottawa; G. L. Armstrong, 



district superintendent, Eastern 
Ontario V.L.A.; H. V. Western, 
farm management branch, V.L.A.; 
W. M- Cockburn, agricultural rep- 
resentative; E. R. Donaldson, reg- 
ional supervisor, Newmarket, and 
his field staff; Russell Gomme, 
district horticulturist, V.L.A.; J. 
Elliott, soils branch, O.A.C., 
Guelph. 

Following a briefing about the 
farm and a discussion of the pur- 
poses of the demonstration, led 
by Mr. Hare, the party went to 
the farm where there was on-the- 
spot discussions about soil and 
fertilizers, and an inspection of 
buildings and livestock. Lunch 
was served by members of the 
Sharon Women's Institute. 

Following luncheon, the party 
returned to the agricultural offic- 
es where discussion was led by 



Mr. Hare and Mr. Cockburn. Out 
of the discussion, recommenda- 
tions for farm improvement 
were drawn up and submitted 
for Mr. -Newroth's consideration. 



The demonstration arose from 
the V.L.A.'s intention to assist 
veterans settled on farms with 
the development of a planned 
farm program which includes soil 
conservation and soil manage- 
ment through analysis, soil prep- 
aration, livestock- care and feed- 
ing, crop rotation and pasture im- 
provement, drainage and land- 
scaping.
